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For the second year in 
a row, Augusta Indepen¬ 
dent Schools has received 
a grant from the R.C. Durr 
Foundation. This year, they 
were one of three districts to 
receive a school level grant. 
Grants are typically very 
specific in what they can be 
used for. Often times, fund¬ 
ing can only be spent on 
specific types of projects, 
and the group applying for 
the grant must submit a pro¬ 
posal specifying how they 
would utilize the funding. 

An invitation to submit 
a proposal was received by 
Superintendent Lisa Mc- 
Cane from the foundation. 
She and the District Tech¬ 
nology Coordinator, Tim 
Litteral, formulated a po¬ 
tential project. Mr. Litteral 
then developed and submit¬ 
ted the grant proposal on 
the district’s behalf. 

“In thinking about our 
needs, one of my long- 
range goals had been to up¬ 
date our second computer 
lab, which is available to 
our classroom teachers for 
use,” said Litteral. “Most of 
the computers in that lab are 
six to nine years old. It has 
become frustrating to teach¬ 
ers to use that lab due to the 
speed and uncertainty of 
those computers.” With the 
grant, the district was able 
to purchase 20 computers 
for that lab. With the four 
new computers purchased 
earlier in the year, 24 of the 
30 workstations in the lab 
will be new when the proj ect 
is complete. “The majority 
of our classes have less than 
24 students, which means 
most of the time when a 


class uses the lab, everyone 
will have access to one of 
the new machines,” Litteral 
stated. 

In addition to the 20 
computers for the second 
lab, three teachers who are 
in need of new computers 
will receive one, a laptop 
has been purchased for the 
science department, and one 
new student computer will 
be placed in the computer 
lab in the new addition. 
“With the district adding a 
second science teacher, it 
became necessary to pur¬ 
chase a laptop for them to 
share,” said Litteral. 

The computers were or¬ 
dered at the end of July and 
confirmations had been re¬ 
ceived that some had begun 
being shipped the first day 
of August. “I have 25 work¬ 
stations to set-up. This will 
be the first time that I’ve 
had a project of this scale. 
My goal is to have them all 
set-up and in place by the 
first of September,” said 
Litteral. Meanwhile, he 
wants to keep the computer 
lab available for teachers. 
“During this upgrade, we 
want to keep the lab acces¬ 
sible to teachers as much as 
possible. While the set-up 
process will be somewhat 
time consuming, our district 
can’t thank the Durr Foun¬ 
dation enough. In these try¬ 
ing budget times, the ability 
to purchase anything ‘extra’ 
is becoming increasingly 
difficult. This project will 
have a direct impact on our 
students and make sure they 
have the technology avail¬ 
able to them to be prepared 
for the 21st century.”

Lenoxburg Methodist 

Church - The first congrega¬ 
tion worshipped in a church 
that was built at Eden Ridge in 
1868. It was during the pas¬ 
torate of Rev. Fitzgerald that 
the church was moved to its 
present location at Lenoxburg. 
This occurred in 1886. 

One of the early ministers 
was G. W. Landon. 

Among the early ministers 
were Rev. Lashbrook, Rev. 
Northcutt and Rev. Kendall. 

During the pastorate of 
Rev. O. W. Robinson, now 
pastor of the Grace M. E. 
Church of Newport, the par¬ 
sonage was built. 

St. Paul Evangelical Lu¬ 
theran Church - Chatham 
(Augusta) Kentucky - Rev. 
Charles L. Mullen, Pastor - The 
St. Paul Evangelical Lutheran 
Church in Chatham traces its 
origin to the work of the first 
Lutheran mission preacher in 
Bracken County, Rev. Andes, 
who preached in school hous¬ 
es at Augusta, Salem, Pleasant 
Valley and Mount Zion in the 
years 1875 to 1880. 

Rev. Andes having gath¬ 
ered together a congregation 
and finding himself too old to 
serve this county together with 
his other charges at Amheim, 
Ohio and Maysville, Ken¬ 
tucky, he recommended that 


the congregation call a regular 
pastor. 

His advice was followed 
and Rev. William Roeper was 
called. During the six years 
of his pastorate the congrega¬ 
tion grew rapidly. It was dur¬ 
ing this time that the church at 
Locust Creek, known as the 
German Protestant Church 
was built. Dedicatory services 
were held in 1884. 

In 1900 the congregation 
united with the Lutheran Joint 
Synod of Ohio and continued 
to be a member of that church 
body until 1930 when the 
American Lutheran Church 
was organized through the 
merger of the Buffalo, Iowa 
and Ohio Synods of the Lu¬ 
theran Church. Having been 
affiliated with the latter synod, 
the congregation at Chatham 
became a member of the new 
American Lutheran Church 
and has been a contributing 
member of that body ever 
since. 

It was in 1927, under the 
pastorate of the Rev. H. W. 
Foster, that the congregation 
decided that the old house of 
worship at Locust Creek was 
no longer adequate and began 
to seek a new location. Much 
credit is due the pastor at this 
time, for it was largely through 
his untiring efforts and vision 
that the new structure was 
erected at Chatham.

GOD’S WRATH 

It is almost always more comforting to imagine that 
God is primarily loving rather than vengeful, but perhaps 
we should view God’s wrath as part and parcel of his 
loving nature. To use an analogy, a loving parent would be 
justifiably angry with anyone who abused his or her child, 
and the parent might be suspect were he or she too quick 
to forgive their child’s abuser. Since the child is the victim, 
it may not even be the parent’s place to forgive. Likewise, 
God’s wrath is often appropriate, especially when viewed 
in the context of someone harming His children. Our anger 
is often justified, but we should seriously consider what 
the appropriate response to that anger should be. Justice 
tempered by mercy is undoubtedly the Christian response 
to most wrongs that are done to us. As good parents often 
tell their own children, “I love you, and because I love you 
I must punish you.” The sometimes unforgiving God of the 
Old Testament is undoubtedly a God who was correcting 
humanity at a stage of our development when we needed 
plenty of moral education. We should consider how often 
we are all in need of God’s correction. - Christopher

A eonversation with 
Mr. David Appelman of the 
Extension Offiee revealed 
that area farmers were not 
rewarded for their time and 
effort when Kentucky’s 
Department of Agrieulture 
failed to eomplete the Spring 
Rinse and Return Program! 
Laek of funding and for 
other uneertain reasons, the 
department did not send 
a representative to eolleet 
the chemical jugs that had 
been rinsed for return and 
farmers were asked to save 
these eontainers for the fall 
program. October 16 is the 
seheduled date for the Fall 
Rinse and Return Program 
and David has been assured 
by the Department of 
Agrieulture that someone will 
be at the Brooksville Farm 
Supply on that morning and 
the Augusta Farm Supply in 
early afternoon! However, 
David will continue to work 
with the department to ensure 
the completion of the projeet! 


Another eonversation 
with Mrs. Donna Rath 
positively assured us that 
onee again she has obtained 
the $7500 Grant so that roll¬ 
offs ean be provided in the 
eounty for eleaning projeets 
around the farms and homes! 
Some of the funds will be 
used this fall and as soon as 
we determine the targeted 
areas for the plaeement of 
these dumpsters, we will 
publish the information. As 
in the past, we are bound by 
the regulations set forth by the 
Mason County Landfill and 
it is imperative that eitizens 
observe and obey them! 

Braeken County 

is eertainly getting the 
opportunity to “keep the 
eounty clean in 2013” beeause 
our Waste Tire Amnesty 
is seheduled for October 
24, 25 and 26! It is against 
regulations to put tires into the 
roll-offs, but they are the main 
attraction of the amnesty! 
Tires will be aeeepted on or 
off the rim from trucks, light 
trucks, cars, implements, 
lawn traetors, bieyeles, etc; 
however, foam filled and 
ealeium filled tires, off road 
eonstruetion (OTR), and 
solid tires with/without press 
on rims are NOT aeeeptable. 
As with all businesses, there 
are government regulations 
involved with tires fi'om 
beginning to end and part 
of those regulations involve 
you, the eonsumer.

Frankfort Focus 

A Legislative Perspective on the Kentucky 
General Assembly 
State Rep. Mike Denham 


For generations now, stu¬ 
dents have been taught that Abra¬ 
ham Lincoln was the first native 
Kentuckian to be U.S. President. 

Technically speaking, how¬ 
ever, that’s not tme. 

To better understand the 
background of this little-known 
historical fact, we have to go 
back to Saturday, March 3,1849, 
when President James Polk offi¬ 
cially ended his term. Because 
the next person elected to serve 

- Zachary Taylor, who called 
Louisville home for many years 

- did not want to be sworn in un¬ 
til Monday, that meant the Presi¬ 
dent Pro Tern of the U.S. Senate 
was the leader of our country, if 
only for a day. 

That person happened to be 
the Missouri Senator David Rice 
Atchison, who grew up in Fay¬ 
ette County and went to school 
at what is now Transylvania 
University. For what it’s worth, 
he did not take his newfound 



responsibility seriously; he later 
said he had slept through most of 
it because of late days in the Sen¬ 
ate during the previous week. 

In a state that has been home 
to quite a few famous citizens 
- from Lincoln and Henry Clay 
to Colonel Sanders and the Cloo¬ 
ney family - many others like 
Sen. Atchison can also claim a 
bit of history. 

There are three people, for 
example, who played major 
roles in some of our annual cel¬ 
ebrations. Many believe Hen¬ 
derson teacher Mary S. Wilson 
held the first official observance 
of Mother’s Day, in 1887, while 
two Louisville sisters are cred¬ 
ited with penning the words to 
“Happy Birthday.” 

In the latter half of the 
1800s, a Kentucky Civil War 
veteran earned a distinction that 
would later land him in the Guin¬ 
ness Book of World Records as

half of the tallest couple ever to 
marry. 

Martin Van Buren Bates, 
from Letcher County, and his 
bride were both well over seven 
feet in height. He was so tall, 
in fact, that it was said his feet 
nearly touched the ground when 
he rode his horse as part of the 
7th Kentucky Calvary. 

In a more somber war-relat¬ 
ed matter, another Kentuckian - 
Corporal James Bethel Gresham 
of McLean County - became our 
country’s first casualty at the start 
of World War I. Two Kentuck¬ 
ians won Medals of Honor dur¬ 
ing that war, with Fort Thomas 
resident Captain Samuel Wood- 
fall called one of the country’s 
most gallant soldiers by General 
John Pershing, the leader at the 
time of American forces fighting 
in Europe. 

In other notable distinctions, 
Nathan Stubblefield of Murray 
was an early pioneer in broad¬ 
casting, with the General Assem¬ 
bly once declaring him the true 
father of radio; Frederick Vinson 
of Louisa became Chief Justice 
of the U.S. Supreme Court (and 
was bom in front of a jail); and 
Zerelda James - the mother of 
famed outlaw Jesse James - was 
bom in one of the oldest build¬ 
ings still standing in Kentucky; 
it’s located in Woodford County. 

Not all famous Kentuckians 
were human. In 1934, Governor 
Ruby Laffbon elevated the pro¬ 
file of a police dog named Patsy, 
who had been convicted of kill¬ 
ing a sheep and was set to be put 
down. When the wife of a state 
senator agreed to take the dog 
in, and remove the dog far from 
the scene of the “crime,” Gov. 
Laffbon agreed to provide a full 
pardon. 

There are plenty more 
stories like these, with each 


providing another reason why 
Kentucky will always be one of 
the most interesting states in the 
country. Many of these people 
may not make the history books, 
but they had an impact on us just 
the same.

Fall squirrel season 
opens August 17 

Kentueky’s fall squirrel 
season is a 196-day split sea¬ 
son that kieks off the ealendar 
of fall hunting. 

The first segment of the 
fall squirrel season opens Aug. 
17 season eloses on Nov. 8. 
The season opens again Nov. 
11 and runs through Feb. 28, 
2014. 

The daily bag limit is six 
squirrels. 

“I’m predieting this fall’s 
squirrel season will be as 
good as last year, maybe bet¬ 
ter,” said Ben Robinson, small 
game biologist for the Ken¬ 
tueky Department of Fish and 
Wildlife Resourees. “In the 
limited time I’ve been afield, 
it looks like we’re going to 
have a good mast year.” 

There’s a elose relation¬ 
ship between a year’s nut 
produetion and the follow¬ 
ing year’s squirrel population 
levels. Last fall’s mast survey 
rated white oak and hiekory 
nut produetion as average, 
red oak as good and the beeeh 
nut erop failed. 

“I’ve heard that beeeh 
trees in eastern Kentueky are 
loaded with nuts this year,” 
said Robinson. 

The department’s annual 
mast survey, held sinee 1953, 
begins on Aug. 15 and runs 
through Sept. 1. 

Biologists survey the 
foods that are most important 
to Kentueky’s forest wildlife 
sueh as squirrels, white-tailed 
deer, wild turkeys and bear. 
They walk the same route 
every year and estimate the 
year’s mast erop based on 
what they observe. 

“After this information is 
eompiled we’ll have a elear- 
er pieture of the year’s mast 
erop and the likely impaet on 
wildlife populations,” said 
Robinson. 

Weather extremes, sueh as 
late frosts and heavy rains in 
spring and summer droughts, 
ean limit the amount and 
quality of mast. 

Hiekory nuts begin to 
mature in August and aeoms 
and beeehnuts in September 
and Oetober. Late winter is 
the time when food availabil¬ 
ity beeomes most eritieal to 
squirrels and ean impaet their 
body eondition heading into 
the breeding season. 


Squirrel hunters ean help 
management efforts by taking 
part in the Squirrel Hunting 
Cooperator Survey. The vol¬ 
untary program, whieh started 
in 1995, supplies information 
that biologists use to monitor 
squirrel population trends in 
Kentucky. 

Hunters reeord informa¬ 
tion about their hunts as the 
season progresses, inelud¬ 
ing the eounty hunted, hours 
spent afield along with the 
number and speeies of squir¬ 
rels seen and harvested. Hunt¬ 
ers also doeument how many 
hunters were in the party and 
the number of dogs used to 
find squirrels. 

When hunters are finished 
hunting for the season they 
simply mail in their survey. 
Logs are available online at 
fw.ky.gov by elicking on the 
Hunting, Trapping & Wildlife 
tab or by ealling 1-800- 858- 
1549. Logs must be returned 
to Kentucky Fish and Wildlife 
no later than May 31, 2014. 

Eaeh year, after the sur¬ 
vey information is eompiled 
and analyzed, a report is 
mailed out to squirrel hunt¬ 
ers who shared the details of 
their hunting aetivities from 
the previous season. 

Last season, the survey 
detailed 1,123 squirrel hunts 
in 69 Kentueky counties. 
Hunters reported they saw 5.5 
squirrels per hunt and bagged 
1.9 squirrels per hour. 

Hunter effort was great¬ 
er towards the beginning of 
squirrel season as 69 pereent 
of the hunts took plaee in 
August, September and Oe¬ 
tober. About five pereent of 
the squirrel hunts and harvest 
oceurred during both January 
and February. 

Statewide, 81 pereent of 
the harvest was eomprised 
of gray squirrels, suggesting 
gray squirrels are more abun¬ 
dant. The data also shows 
Kentucky squirrel hunters 
prefer to hunt in forests rather 
than woodlots and fencerows, 
the habitat where fox squir¬ 
rels are most often found. 

“Over the years both gray 
and fox squirrel numbers 
have remained fairly stable,” 
said Robinson, “with eyclie 
ups and downs in population 
based on weather and mast 
availability.” 

This fall, hit the woods 
and enjoy the hunting that 
started many down the path 
of the outdoor life.

Farm Progress Show on the Grow 


The 2013 Farm Progress 
Show once again introduces 
an expanded show site for its 
Decatur, Ill., permanent fa¬ 
cility. A new street has been 
added as well as an annex to 
accommodate exhibitors’ re¬ 
quests for exhibit space. This 
year’s Farm Progress Show 
is scheduled for August 27, 
28 and 29. 

In 2012, the Farm Prog¬ 
ress Show needed to expand 
the Boone, Iowa, site, also 
due to the increased demand 
for exhibit space at this prime 
show. Demand for space has 
once again spurred show or¬ 
ganizers to expand exhibit 
space, this time at the Deca¬ 
tur, Ill. site. 

Growth projections ex¬ 
ceeded - “When the Farm 
Progress Show sites were 
built in Decatur and Boone, 
they were built to accommo¬ 
date the largest show usage 
in recent times,” says Matt 
Jungmann, national events 
manager.
